Tuckahoe Sale 
Stopped; New 
Vote Slated 


After nearly 3¥%2 hours of impassioned 
speeches, bickering, and parliamentary 
manuevers, Town Council Tuesday night 
unanimously tabled the purchase of the 292-acre 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm in Feeding Hills until its Mon- 
day, June 7th meeting. 


The $1.1 million purchase, packaged as a mar- 
quee investment for the town by the administra- 
tion of Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, turned into 
a near debacle during Tuesday night’ s public 
hearing on the council floor. 

When the roll was finally called to vote on the 
purchase, Councilor Thomas Ennis offered a 
charter objection, thereby stopping the vote until 
the council’s meeting on June 7th. 


Ennis, who throughout the mesting urged his 3 ‘

chase, with Ennis joining Councilors Louis Russo, Senior Olympians Ready For National Games 





Joanne Willis, Gary Suffriti, and Walter Balboni in 
dissent. 

Ennis then immediately asked for reconsidera- 
tion of the vote so that it could be tabled and 
discussed again at the June 7th meeting. 

First Right Of Refusal 

The council has until June 16th to exercise the 
town’s first right of refusal to buy the land 
because the current owners have received breaks 
from paying taxes on this property, which is now 
zoned for agricultural purposes.

The local representative for Tuckahoe Develop- 
ment Corporation, prominent developer Ralph 
DePalma of Feeding Hills, has previously stated 
that a group of investors would purchase the land 
for residential housing, similar to his lavish 
Hunter’s Green development off South Street. 


Also heavily discussed and debated Tuesday 
night was the assertion by DePalma that he is 
continuing to cultivate plans to place a golf 
course on the property, thereby preserving its 
natural beauty for recreational use. 


Johnson and several members of the council 
quickly disputed this, saying it was a last minute 
ploy on DePalma’s part to thwart the town from 
buying the property. 

As the evening wore on, it became more and 
more apparent the two-thirds majority needed to 
buy the land was wearing more and more thin. 
Coming into Tuesday’s public hearing, it was 
thought that at least nine or 10 councilors would 
support Johnson’s recommendation to buy the 
land. 


Johnson has urged the council to act favorably 
on buying the land to preserve open space, save 
municipal services, and prevent housing develop- 
ment on the largest tract of remaining farmland in 
Agawam. 


DePalma’s attorney, Charles S. Cohen, told the 
council during a presentation that the developer 
has no plans to change the agricultural use of the 
land until at least November 1994. 

Cohen also disputed Johnson's assertion that 
the town held first right of refusal because the 
land would be purchased for agricultural use, 
thereby nullifying the town’s claim to the land. 

ast Minute Info 

Johnson responded negatively to Cohen’s 
statements, saying he would leave it up to the 
council to determine the legitimacy of any new in- 
formation being given at the last minute. 

However, Mrs. Willis and Russo, both of whom 
had previously announced they supported the pur-

chase, were clearly upset by the proceedings. 

Mrs. Willis said the golf course proposal would 
preserve open space and recreational use of the 
land. She also said the fears of citizens “were be- 
ing preyed upon,” inferring that scare tactics 
about overdevelopment were being used by those 
supporting the purchase. 


Russo time and time again said he had 
previously supported the purchase based on his 
belief that recreational use would be best for the 
land. However, Russo said councilors were not 
given all the information about the purchase and 
that a check he made with state officials concern- 
ing some financial reimbursement to the town 
was also misleading. 

Mrs. Willis, Suffriti, and Balboni continually 
harped on the financial aspects of the purchase. 
Mrs. Willis said the community needed many 
capital improvements and Balboni, Russo, and 
Suffriti wondered if the actual purchase price of 
$1.1 million would not balloon in the near future. 


Suffriti also was heavily critical of the town 
possibly using eminent domain proceeding to 
take the land and then “turn around and sell lots 
off Pine Street for development. | think that is 
ludicrous,” he said. 


Used Quality Of Life 

Council proponents used maintaining the quali- 
ty of life in Agawam for future generations to urge 
passage of the purchase. 

Ennis said several times that Agawam was 
quickly losing its rural atmosphere and Council 
Vice-President George Bitzas throughout the 
evening said the town was being presented with a 
unique opportunity to preserve open space. 

Town Councilor Edward A. Caba said repeated- 
ly that farmland was rapidly being depleted and 
celica en his colleagues to vote favorably to save 

e land. 


Town Councilor Nancy Gravel said she moved 
to Agawam because of the quality of life here and 
the town’s rural environment. She also stated that 
she had been receiving overwhelming support 
from constituents for the purchase.

Agawam Crime Prevention... 
Safes To Prevent 
Valuables From Fire

Fire-resistant safes are normally constructed of 
thin steel walls filled with varying amounts of in- 
sulation. Because of this, they can be easily 
broken into with a burglars heavy tool or 4 
fireman s ax. For this reason, valuables that are 
easily converted to cash and cash itself should 
not be stored in these safes. 

Since paper products are destroyed when ex- 
posed to heat of 350 degrees or better, most fire 
safes are constructed with enough insulation to 
keep the temperature well below this critical leve!. 
In short, the objective of the fire safe is to insure 
that after a fire, its contents will still be usable. A 
document is considered usable only if after a fire 
it can withstand ordinary handling without break- 
ing and if marks on the paper can be deciphered 
by ordinary means. : 

There are three basic tests of a fire safe. First is 
the fire or heat exposure test. The specimen safe 
is placed in a furnace where the temperature 
reaches a peak of 2,000 degrees. The safe is kept 
in the furnace for four hours, and when the heat is 
turned off, the safe is allowed to remain in the ac- 
cumulated heat to soak up whatever temperature 
remains; this test simulates a safe lying in the in- 
tense heat of fire debris. 

Careful monitoring of the interior of the safe 
will assure that the temperature stays well below 
the 350 degree level; after the test, specimen 
papers and records must be completely legible. 

The second test is the drop and impact test. At 
the end of a one-hour period, the safe is removed 
from the furnace while red hot and dropped from 
30 feet up. The safe is then placed back into the 
furnace upside down and reheated to a tempera- 
ture of 1,700 degrees for one hour. 

At the end of this test, the safe is allowed to 
cool and, once again, all contents must be com- 
pletely legitimate.

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Large Group Of Agawam Residents 
Meet To Discuss Town’s Future 


Nearly 60 residents representing all walks of 
Agawam life recently convened for two days of in- 
tensive meetings to discuss the future of 
Agawam. The project, entitled “Coming Together 
for Consensus - A Community Planning Effort for 
Agawam,” was funded through a Strategic Plann- 
ing Grant from the Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development. 

The project, scheduled to be completed by June 
30th, 1993, consists of three public meetings dur- 
ing which different public participation techni- 
ques will be used to encourage residents to speak 
openly and freely about their hopes and fears 
regarding Agawam. 


To ensure that the project is not another plann- 
ing study that sits on the shelf, emphasis was 
placed on who should participate to gain input 
from the wide range of interest groups that make 
Agawam the community it is. An advisory commit- 
tee was convened. It consisted of residents 
representing business, civic organizations, the 
clergy, schools, recreation and other local in- 
terest groups. The advisory committee identified 
75 residents who were then invited to participate 
in the consensus building meetings. 

The first meeting held on Thursday, May 20th, 
immediately immersed residents in the process 
by asking them to characterize the community. 
Convenient location, opportunity, friendly people, 
and a good place to raise a family were reoccurr- 
ing comments which came out of the three small 
group sessions led by Land Use, Inc., a public par- 
pa eres and planning consultant hired to 
facilitate the meetings. 

After participants identified the community's

The third test is the explosion hazard test. A 
specimen safe is placed in a preheated furnace 
with the temperature at 2,000 degrees, and it is 
kept there for 30 minutes. 

lf dangerous gases accumulate during this test, 
the safe will explode and the contents will be 
destroyed. If no explosion occurs, the safe is 
allowed to remain in the furnace while the 
temperature is cooled to 1,550 degrees. At this 


positive characteristics, they were asked what 
they worried about. Traffic congestion, the need 
for better maintenance in business areas, 
sidewalks, modernization of schools, and the 
need for enhanced recreational opportunities 
were just a few of the items listed as needing at- 
tention in the future. 

Consensus of opinion came easily and Jeannie 
Armstrong, president of Land Use, Inc., informed 
participants that she had worked with many com- 
munities, but had never seen such agreement 
among such a diverse group. Participants 
reconvened bright and early Saturday morning, 
May 22nd, to discuss (in more depth) three themes 
which clearly took precedence at the first 
meeting. These were: zoning; open space, and 
public services with an emphasis on schools. 

Each participant had previously identified the 
group that he or she wished to join during the se- 
cond meeting. The outcome of the second 
meeting was a list of goals and objectives to 
fice Agawam’s planning and management ef- 
orts. 

A document entitled ‘““A Working Statement of 
Goals and Objectives to Guide Agawam into the 
Future” was drafted to serve as a transcript of the 
two earlier meetings. The document states, “This 
(Agawam) is a good place to raise a family in a 
nice neighborhood with lots of other children, and 
then enjoy retirement years.” 

It goes on to say, “Looking ahead, we see that 
Agawam still has room for new residents and 
businesses, but we sense that our community is 
approaching thresholds of development and 
population size that may cause our town to lose 
the characteristics we value so much.”

Paper” are: 

* Agawam should be a clean, well-kept town. 

* Agawam should strengthen cooperation (and 
understanding of issues) among the business, 
resident, and Town Hall communities. 

* Agawam should work to understand the im- 
pacts of future growth and set policies based on 
that understanding. 

* Open space is an essential attribute of 
Agawam’s traditional rural character. Agawam 
should use zoning, acquisition, and management 
to manage growth and preserve our quality of life. 

* Agawam should, over the long term, update 
and expand town facilities and service to accom- 
modate current needs and future growth.

At that time, the participants will meet in work- 
ing groups with members of the Town’s ad- 
ministration to talk about how this “Working 
Statement” might be improved and what it would 
take for the Town to move toward achieving these 
goals and objectives. Agawam’s elected officials 
have also been invited to discuss where this 
broad-based planning effort should go from here.

Our Government Totally 
Unresponsive To Voters 


To The Editor: 

Unresponsive government, confiscatory taxes, 
and boondoggle spending sprees are just the tip 
of the iceberg.

On the national level, the problem is more difficult 
to solve due to its size and the complexity of the 
bureaucracy.

level? 

It is here at the local level that they learned how 
to get away with terrible abuses of power because 
of citizen and voter indifference and apathy. We 
have allowed our city and town governments to 
serve as the “training academy” for political in- 
justice and criminally treasonous conduct at the 
national level. 

The time eventually comes when the arrogance 
of power strikes down someone that we know 
ourselves, and when the truth comes out we get 
angry and indignant. We talk among ourselves 
and commiserate about how rotten it is, and 
resion ourselves to the fact that you can’t fight ci- 
ty hall. 

Well, I’m here to tell YOU that you can fight city 
hall. YOU can make a difference, and YOU had 
better WAKE UP AND SMELL THE GARBAGE! We 
are not going to totally redirect our national 
tragedy from the top down, but we most certainly 
can restructure our government from the bottom 


up. 

GET INVOLVED YOURSELF! That’s right, | am 
talking about you, not the other guy. So what if he 
has more time, more friends, or more influence! 
He or she is not going to fix the problem—he or 
she may be part of the problem. 
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Do not become content with watching your 
local government on the community cable chan- 
nel when “there isn’t anything else worth wat- 
ching.” Go to the blasted meeting yourself! Sit 
down in front, take notes on the issues and which 
politicians represent YOUR best interests as a 
citizen and taxpayer. Most public meetings have a 
“CITIZEN SPEAK” time. 

Forget the fact that you don’t have. the 
oratorical powers of a Daniel Webster or an 
Everett Dirkson. Politely but firmly speak your 
mind. Don’t be afraid to speak for or against an 
issue at public hearings. So few people get involv- 
ed that your voice will be heard. 

Although many politicians whose vote on an 
issue has already been bought and paid for will 
lend you a deaf ear, don’t ever give up. As more 
and more folks start showing up and voicing their 
concerns, the spectre of ELECTION DAY 
REVENGE brings many of them back to reality. 

A politician’s main goal is usually to remain in 
office. A ruthless, power-drunk mayor and 
whatever toads he owns on a city council ... all 
know one inescapable fact of life—a revolt at the 
ballot box will ruin their political careers. 

Find out what new faces are vying for political 
office in your school committee, council, and 
mayoral races. These people are.anxious to talk to 
you in order to get your support on election day. 
Don’t be content to let them gloss over issues in 
glowing generalities. Put some real hardball ques- 
tions to them and don't settle for a bunch of 
political doublespeak. Find out where they stand 
on issues that you consider to be important, and 
make sure that they have the requisite backbone 
to stand up and be counted when their opinion on 
such issues are in the minority. 

If you are satisfied that this person is your can- 
didate, then do more than just vote on election 
day. INVEST some time and effort to help your 
candidate to get elected. Please notice that | use 
the term invest, because you and your govern- 
ment have much to gain and everything to lose if 
the wrong people are at the controls. 

Work for your candidate, but let them know 
from the very beginning that if they become 
unresponsive to the people that they represent, 
that you will work like hell to remove them! If an 
incumbent. politician or a group of them has sold 
out on an issue or voted against the wishes of the 
majority of the people, DON’T LET THEM GET 
AWAY WITH IT. “IT AIN’T OVER TILL THE PEO- 
PLE SAY IT’S OVER.” 

The “Letters to the Editor’ column can be a 
very effective tool for helping to sway public opi- 
nion on an issue. The controlled, mainstream 
media may not print your letter if they are in a par- 
ticular politician’s pocket or vice versa. Thankful- 
ly, there are many community newspapers that 
have no editorial prejudice and would love a little 
controversy to stimulate circulation. 

Radio talk shows can be a useful tool to ex- 
press your feelings on an issue or a particular 
situation. The host may have an ax to grind or may 
be in someone’s pocket politically, so be aware 
that you need to think through what you are going 
to say first and jot down some notes before you 
make the call. Even if the show’s host disagrees 
with you, other listeners may be on your side of 
the issue and keep it alive. p 

_An informed electorate is important, but is 
simply not enough to affect real change. When 
the Founding Fathers of our great nation crafted 
the UNITED STATES CONSTITUTION, in simple 
but eloquent terms, they made it crystal clear— 
WE THE PEOPLE are the government. 

They envisioned everyday citizens from all 
walks of life serving a term or two in elected office 
and returning to their private lives afterward.

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Take Time Out To 
Keep Your Kids Safe 
From Chemicals 


When protecting your lawn or home from un- 
wanted pests during the warm weather months, 
don’t forget to protect those young ‘‘pests” you 
love the most—your children. 

“As many as 85% of all poisonings are acciden-. 
tal and are usually seen in children under five 
years of age,”’ said Stephen A. Lieberman, M.D., 
Director of the Pediatric Intensive Care Unit at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital. 

A recent survey by the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency revealed that 47% of all 
households with children under the age of five 
had at least one pesticide stored in an unlocked 
cabinet within the reach of children. 

To protect your children and their friends from 
life-threatening pesticide poisonings, Dr. Lieber- 
man recommends the following safety measures: 

* Always store pesticides away from children’s 
reach, in a locked cabinet or shed. 

* Before applying pesticides either indoors or 
outdoors, remove children and their toys from the 
area and keep them away until it is dry or as 
recommended by the label. 

* Never leave pesticides unattended when you 
are using them - not even for a few minutes. 

* Never transfer pesticides to other containers 
eailigien may associate containers with food or 

rink. 

* Use child resistant packaging properly by 
closing the container tightly after use. 

Dr. Lieberman said that all parents should be 
aware of the symptoms of possible poisoning in- 
cluding alteration of vision, difficulty in breathing, 
headache, nausea, diarrhea, a “flu” like syn- 
drome, weakness, and increased salivation. 

If you suspect a pesticide poisoning, call the 
Massachusetts Poison Control Center toll free at 
1-800-682-9211. 

“Follow the instructions from the Poison Con- 
trol. Center, and do not induce vomiting unless 
you are specifically instructed te do so,” Dr. 
Lieberman said. 

“In the event of serious ingestions, you will be 
directed to your nearest Emergency Department,” 
he added. 

Baystate Medical Center’s Emergency Depart- 
ment has a special pediatric area for its younger 
patients and is the region’s Level | trauma center 
equipped to treat the most serious of injuries re- 
quiring immediate attention and surgical interven- 
ion.

Ag. Credit Union 
Continues Strong 
& Solid Growth 


The best way to describe the Agawam Federal 
Credit Union on 4 Washington Avenue Extension 
is like a cliche from many of those advertisments 
from financial institutions trumpeting their suc- 
cess - safe, secure, and growing. 

But the numbers and the facts about the AFCU 
speak for themselves. 

Begun in 1956 by town employees, the AFCU 
has grown into a $16.5 million business, accor- 
ding to Richard Pisano, the credit union’s direc- 


tor. 
Ahead Of Schedule 

Pisano, who assumed his current duties in late 
1987, recently reported to members of the AFCU 
Board of Directors that projections and goals he 
made when first appointed are ahead of schedule 
by more than a year. 

“Due to our hard-working staff, and with com- 
plete cooperation from our excellent board, our 
numbers are impressive and we continue to show 
solid growth,” Pisano said in a recent interview. 

Since 1988, the AFCU has grown by more than 
$5.5 million, Pisano said. Moreover, loans increas- 
ed from $1.9 million to $4.4 million; reserves in- 
creased from $3.5 million to $7.2 million; and deli- 
quencies, which were at 4.5 percent, now have 
fallen below 2 percent, he told us. 

And it should be noted that this success story 
occured during the recession years of 1990, 1991, 
and 1992. And with the local economy still 
unsteady, and with the job market uncertain, 
Pisano says the AFCU will continue to take a con- 
servative approach with its operations. “The for- 
mula that put us where we are today will continue 
to be used,” he said. 

Pisano said the AFCU paid an additional 1 per- 
cent dividend to depositors in the last quarter of 
1992 and thatthe operation kept. its expenses 
under the national average for credit unions of the 
same or similar size. ‘We also received a four star 
rating from the Bower Group from Florida. They 
are prominent nationally in rating financial in- 
Stitutions,” added Pisano. 

The AFCU has has experienced several internal 
improvemerits. Since buying its present building 
in 1987, an expansion project, completed in 
February 1991, doubled the size of the facility. A 
new telephone and computer system has been in- 
stalled. And new products have been added. 

Products and services currently offered at the 
AFCU include second mortgages, home equity 
loans, cars loans, personal loans, and specials on 
new loans throughout the year. Also offered are 
regular savings accounts, money market ac- 
counts, six month, 12-month, and 30-month cer- 
tificates, money orders, traveler’s checks, and 
direct deposit. 

“We will add new services as the marketplace 
dictates,” Pisano said. 

The AFCU is open to any person who lives and 
works in Agawam, including family members. 

Members of the Board of Directors include 
Pisano; Dennis Moran, board chairman; John 
Devine, security officer; Ann Marona, secretary;y; 
and members Edyth Chiba, Carl Schmaelzle, and 
John Porter. 

Superviegy Committee members are Gene 
Mutti and Claude L. Roy. Attorney Richard 
Morassi_ serves a legal counsel and Raymond

The Investment Mistakes 
That Many People Make... 
Over...Over...And Over Again 


Over the years, | can’t begin to tell you the many 
mistakes that I’ve seen people make with their in- 
vestment portfolios.

Instead of focusing on current yield, you 
should structure your entire portfolio, which in- 
cludes cash, plus stocks, bonds and mutual 
funds; so that it produces the total return you 
need. 

MISTAKE NO. 2 ... FAILING TO DIVERSIFY 
YOUR PORTFOLIO. It’s very important to divide 
up your portfolio into different classes that move 
in opposite directions from each other. That way, 
if one or two of the asset classes in your portfolio 
move down, the chances are that the others are 
moving up. 

You can diversify your portfolio with just five to 
10 asset classes ... the most common are cash 
and cash-equivalents (such as money funds, bank 
CD’s and Treasury bills) ... domestic and interna- 
tional stocks ... domestic and international bonds 
... real estate ... and gold and foreign currency. 

You can further diversify in the stock area by 
dividing investments into large-capitalization, 
medium-cap and small-cap stocks. In the fixed- 
income area, you can divide investments into dif-

MISTAKE NO. 3... NOT UNDERSTANDING THE 
TRADE-OFF BETWEEN RISK AND RETURN. As 
always, people want to get something for nothing. 
But to get bigger returns on your investment, you 
have to be willing to assume more risk. 

_ THE PROBLEM -- Most people don’t take the 
time to consider how much risk they're willing to 
accept. You should select a tolerable range of 
returns. For example, in nine out of every 10 
years, your rate of return on stocks, based on past 
performance of the Standard & Poor's index of 500 
stocks, would have ranged from minus 15% per 
year to plus 37% per year. If the performance of 
an individual stock falls within your allowable 
range, it’s okay ... otherwise, bail out! 

Select a mutual fund ... or better yet, buy an in- 
dex fund. A properly diversified portfolio might be 
expected to earn between 5% per year and 14% 
per year in nine out of 10 years. The performance 
of your overall portfolio, and whether it falls 
within your allowable range of return, is far, far 
more important than the performance of the in- 
dividual securities or asset classes. 

MISTAKE NO. 4 ... NOT USING DOLLAR-COST 
OR VALUE-AVERAGING. About 80% of individual 
investors are in cash or cash equivalents ... and 
when they decide to venture into stocks, they 
either want to do it all at once, or they go much 
too slowly. A much better approach is to dollar- 
cost average. 

Invest a set amount of money on a regular 
basis, say once a month. This way, you smooth 
out market fluctuations and usually wind up pur- 
chasing at a lower cost per Share than if you 
bought all at once. Value-averaging is a variation 
in which you invest whatever amount is needed to 
make the value of your investments increase by 
some preset amount each period. 

If you’ve decided to try the stock market, | 
usually suggest averaging into the market over a 
period of six to 12 months, with a two-year invest- 
ment period the outside maximum. For example, 
if your goal is to invest 24% of your entire $20,000 
portfolio in large-cap domestic stocks ... that’s 
$4,800. Buy $480/month over 12 months, or 
$240/month over 24 months. 

MISTAKE NO. 5 ... POOR RECORD-KEEPING. 
It's amazing how often people tell me that their 
records are in a complete state of chaos. I’ve had 
clients reveal to me that they were totally befuddl- 
ed when | asked them how much they paid for 
each of their holdings. 

They didn’t know the basis (tax cost) of the 
securities in their portfolios. This information is 
vital because it determines the profit (or loss) and, 
thus, the amount of capital gains tax you must 
pay to the IRS if you sell. 

HE ANSWER ... If you’re in this predicament, 
you may have to hire an accountant to unravel the 
truth. Then resolve that you will keep good 
records from here on out, especially if you are 
reinvesting dividends from stocks or mutual 


funds.

Lung Association Warns That Air Quality 
In The Indoors Worse Than Outdoors 


Air quality in office buildings can be far worse 

than air quality outdoors, cautions the American 
Lung Association of Western Massachusetts. 
_ “We call this the ‘sick building syndrome,’ and 
it can promote lung disease and other illness, en- 
dangering employees and reducing productivity,” 
Says Judy Deane, Program Associate of the 
American Lung Association of Western 
Massachusetts. “When people on the job have 
difficulty breathing, suffer from nausea, 
headaches or burning eyes, or find themselves 
sneezing or coughing excessively, they may be 
working in a sick building.” 

To save rising energy costs, many new 
buildings have been tightly sealed, and modern 
ventilation systems usually recycle a large por- 
tion of the indoor air. The result, often, is that 
fresh air may not reach workers. Whether a 
building is old or new, when the same recirculated 
air is breathed over and over by workers, 
noticeable health, comfort, and performance pro- 
blems can occur. 

Data from the World Health Organization sug- 
gests that as many as 30 percent of new and 
remodeled buildings worldwide may generate ex- 
cessive complaints about indoor air quality by 
workers. In the United States, anationwide sampl- 
ing of office workers found that 24 percent 
perceived air quality problems in their work en- 
vironments, and 20 percent believed their work 
performance was hampered by indoor air pollu- 
tion problems. 

Symptoms Of Working In A “Sick Building” 

The effects of office air pollution usually show 
up first in these forms: stuffy nose, sneezing, dry 


cough, tightness of the chest, or sore throat. 


Other symptoms may be fatigue, headache, 
nausea, skin irritation, and burning or itching 
eyes. 

The American Lung Association advises that it 
is important to note that these symptoms are very

general. They may, for example, simply reflect 
having acold. However, when they recur with inor- 
dinate frequency, affect many people in an office, 
and disappear upon leaving the fioer environ- 
ment, the “sick building Syndrome” may be the 
cause. 

Poor indoor air quality and ventilation can also 
help spread germ-caused illnesses such as flu 
and Legionnaire’s Disease, leading to serious In- 
fection or death. 

New buildings are frequently tightly sealed and 
Continually exchange indoor air without outdoor 
venting. Energy costs in older buildings have fre- 
quently been reduced by adding insulation and 
other seals. Windows are made air-tight and out- 
side air dampers are closed. Air quality problems 
are also made worse by indoor pollutants from 
furnishings, modern office equipment such as 
Copy machines and computer printers, second- 
hand tobacco smoke, and cleaning agents used in 
Office buildings. 


What Can Be Done About A “Sick Building”? 

“The elimination of major sources of indoor air 

pollution, including tobacco smoke, is the key,” 
Says Judy Deane, who also advises that, “Improv- 
ing ventilation is another important action.” 
__ She adds, “If removing the sources or increas- 
ing ventilation does not work, or if workers con- 
tinue to have symptoms, press your management 
to hire an indoor air quality professional to test 
the air and identify problems.” 

For specific information on air quality in the of- 
fice, the American Lung Association has two 
helpful brochures available, “Air Pollution In The 
Office’’ and ‘Office Indoor Air Quality Checklist.”

Some Like It Hot 


For a quick and extremely tasty way to spice up 
grilled meats and fish, or as a dipping sauce for 
nachos, it’s hard to beat salsa. Original Mexican 
salsas all shared one ingredient in common, the 
hot pepper, which has been documented as hav- 
ing been cultivated in South America as early as 
3500 B.C. 

There are now a variety of combinations called 
salsas, some of which have no chilies at all. There 
are not only the hot, spicy, tomato based salsas, 
but fruit and vegetable salsas that are more like 
relishes. Cooked or uncooked, salsa lends a 
spicy, exciting taste to meat, fish, and egg dishes. 

The following recipe is classic for nachos. 

FOUR PEPPER SALSA 
Serves 4 
14% oz. can Italian plum tomatoes, drained 
1 medium onion, thinly sliced 
Ya cup coarsely chopped celery 
1 can (4 oz.) green chilies, drained 
Ys cup chopped red bell pepper 
Ys cup chopped yellow bell pepper 
¥s cup chopped green bell pepper 
Y cup olive oil 
2 tablespoons red wine vinegar 
1 teaspoon mustard seeds 
1 teaspoon ground coriander 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon pepper 
Ys cup chopped fresh cilantro 

Combine first 13 ingredients in a processor. 
Finely chop using on/off turns. Transfer to bowl. 
Cover and chill at least 4 hours. Can be made two 
days ahead. 

When ready to serve, mix cilantro into salsa.

Also 
remember to never rub your eyes when working 
with hot peppers. | guarantee that if you forget, 
you will not do so again in a big hurry. When 
handling chilies, do not cut them on a wooden or 
plastic cutting board, as the oils from the peppers 
are difficult to remove. Try using a ceramic plate.

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Genealogy Unit 
Being Drafted For 
Jr. High Students

Agawam Junior High Schoo! Librarian Francis 
O’Brien and social studies teacher William Quinn 
are drafting a prototype unit on genealogy and 
local history in an eighth grade U.S. History 
course, that includes a section on immigration. 

Quinn said the unit is being developed for use 
each year with computer material and library 
research. 

“We are exposing students to different sources 
they can use to look up information and familiariz- 
ing them with books available. We are teaching 
them~the skills necessary to utilize library 
materials, the City Clerk’s office, and the Probate 
Court in Springfield,” he said. 

Town Clerk Richard Theroux spoke to the class 
about the birth, on ee and death records on 
hand in the Clerk’s Office. He also talked with 
students about the town maps, charts, and pic- 
tures kept in his office. 

Quinn noted, “We are developing a wall map 
depicting all the different countries for just this 
one class (who are involved in their personal fami- 
ly tree backgrounds).” 

Quinn also said that students are learning that 
they can look at headstones in local cemeteries 
and gather “‘bits of information from obituaries.” 

“The Springfield Library has newspapers that 
date back to the 1800’s,” added Quinn. 

Students Learn About Ancestry 

Eighth grade student Bruce Benson discovered 
that his great-grandfather originally came from 
Sweden, with the last name of “Bengston” (which 
was changed during his immigration entrance to 
America). 

Bruce said, “He was born in September. 1888.” 
Mel Benson of Valentine Street, Agawam, is 
the son of this immigrant ancestor and Bruce’s 

living grandfather. 

Another eighth grader, Amie Crosier, spoke 
with her father, David Johnson, and learned that 
he is a descendant of Robert Johnson, originally 
from Ireland. 

“Robert Johnson fought in the Battle of Get- 
tysburg,” said Amie. 

“On my father’s maternal side, a ‘Brock’ from 
Poland tried to come to this country on the Titanic 
in 1912.” she noted. 

Amie’s mother is partially of French descent 
and she learned that her grandmother lost four 
children in a fire in Westfield.

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Mrs. Favreau Appears 
Before School Comm. 
To Discuss Curriculum

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder in- 
troduced Ann Favreau as the new coordinator for 
the K-12 Curriculum Committee during a meeting 
in his office on Wednesday, May 26th. 

Mrs. Favreau told School Committee member 
Roberta Doering and PTO representatives from 
each school that the committee would hold its 
next meeting in the Agawam Junior High School 
cafeteria on Wednesday, June 2nd at 3:00 p.m. to 
begin review of the elementary and secondary 
curricula. 

She explained some of the steps that would be 
taken to coordinate the Agawam Public Schools’ 
teaching materials over the next two years and ad- 
ded that the meeting would be open to the public. 

Ryder also informed PTO representatives that 
there would be a Town Meeting held on June 11th 
regarding Phase II of the Route 57 extension, and 
that the state would post “No Right On Red” 
signs at_the Feeding Hills intersection near 
See Elementary School in the next year. 

PTO parents had voiced concerns of safety 
regarding the children walking from Granger 
School that had to cross at that intersection to 
and from home. Ryder said it was unfortunate that 
this was not an issue that the town could contend 
with sooner. 

Three-Step Process Presented 

Elementary principals William Miller (Phelps), 
Phyllis Lewis (Granger), and William Sapelli 
(Robinson Park) also joined the meeting to hear a 
prgsentatlon by Phelps PTO member Susan 

empsey (a school advocate). 

Mrs. Dempsey discussed a three-step process 
that has been instituted for the past two years at 
Phelps School for children entering school. 

She said. that the first step was a Parents’ 
Greeting Committee at Kindergarten Screening. 
“We are there to answer some of the parents’ and 
children’s questions and expectations, and to 
make the first meeting warm and caring,” said 
Mrs. Dempsey. - 

She noted that the kindergarten teachers have 
also become part of the screening process. 

Next, she told the meeting that parents and 
Students were invited back for a “Story Time” in 
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ANN FAVREAU 


the kindergarten classroom a few weeks later. ‘“‘It 
is very casual but it gives the kids an opportunity 
to learn their room numbers and get acquainted 
with their teachers. 

“PTO parents and volunteers take our regular 
kindergarten students outside tor a playtime 
while this occurs,” she said. 

The third step was the “Get Acquainted Bus 
Run” a few weeks before school begins. Mrs. 
Dempsey said that packets of information and 
bus routes are distributed to parents (or 
caregivers) and an orientation program is con- 
ducted in the school auditorium. Also, students 
again visit their kindergarten classes. 

Mrs. Dempsey and Miller both noted that this 
three-step process of awareness for new students 
and parents has virtually eliminated the anxieties 
related with the first day of school.

Takes Big Step 
At Agawam High

Last month, Agawam High School students 
Lubna and Tariq Yousef travelled with Guidance 
Counselor Paul Cavallo to Boston to participate in 
the Multicultural Recognition Ceremony at the 
John F. Kennedy Library. 

Lubna and Tariq were honored publicly at the 
ceremony for their efforts in establishing a 
multicultural club at AHS. English and journalism 
instructor Larry O’Brien serves as the club’s ad- 
visor. 

“We received two plaques for the school 
recognizing the achievements of Tariq and Lubna. 
It was truly_an impressive event.” said Cavallo. 

Gilman Hebert, director of the Bureau of Equity 
and Language Services for the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, noted, ‘‘The 
Multicultural Recognition Program was establish- 
ed to bring attention to individuals or groups who 
have had an impact on a school or community in 
fostering understanding of differences in race, 
gender, national origin, and special needs. In 
these troubled times, those who strive to build 
bridges across the divides that separate people 
serve as role models for all of us.” 

The recognition program began as a collabora- 
tion between the New England Center for Equity 
Assistance and the Massachusetts Department 
of Education. It expanded to include the 
Massachusetts Association for Bilingual Educa- 
tion and the METCO Directors’ Association. 

Last year, the Massachusetts Foreign 
Language Association joined the list of sponsors.

“tn collaboration with his English teacher, and 
under his dynamic leadership, he recruited 18 
students, including African Americans, Native 
Americans, Pakistani Americans, Hispanic 
Americans, and other Arab Americans.” 

The description continues, ‘‘His sister, Lubna 


Yousef, became involved. At their first meeting, 
they formed a charter and elected Tariq president 
and Lubna vice-president. Tariq and Lubna 
presented their group’s charter to the School 
Committee for approval which was en- 
thusiastically endorsed. 

“Their first project was to plan a showcase for 
Black History Month, a first for AHS.

It's that time again, folks. Time to get the 
keyboard cleaned. Coffee and Coke stains are the 
highlight of this show, and remnants of late-night 
sandwiches and pizzas must be removed from 
this computer station. 

Night after night, week after week of banging 
away at the keys takes its toll on this little Epson. 

Agawam High’s teams have just about ended 
all activity for the 1993 season, and it is time for 
me to step away from the epicenter and recharge 
the batteries. 

The time off has been scheduled for a while, as 
part of my “other life’ must take center stage for 
the next couple of weeks. : 

Despite starting the season at 9-0, the Brownie 
softballers seemed to be climbing severely uphill 
throughout the second half of the season. Almost 
every game has been a struggle. Agawam general- 
ly has a few pancakes on the schedule, but in the 
second half, the Brownies spent as much time in 
the griddle as their opposition. 

The end (if it happens in their SemiFinal against 
Amherst) shouldn’t have surprised anybody. Sure, 
Agawam was the only team to beat the Hur- 
ricanes during the season, but they really didn’t 
deserve that win. Amherst threw the ball all over 
the diamond and essentially handed the game to 
the Brownies that day. Amherst led it 5-1 in the 
last of the seventh, and Agawam scored five runs 
(on one hit) to capture the victory. 

Agawam has also had trouble with its infield 
defense (especially throwing the ball) for big parts 
of the season. Lickley has tried to stabilize the 
third base situation, which was left wide open 
when Dina DeMarco’s knee injury (from basket- 
ball) never healed in time to play this year. The 
fourth-year head coach has tried a passel of kids 
at the hot corner during the campaign, and the 
search may not yet be complete. 

If the Brownies ended the year at 17-5, that 
would be a huge letdown for their coach and the 
seniors who expected to take their talent and ex- 
perience back to the Western Mass Champion- 
ship game. It could very well happen, too, 
because the Semi-Final challenge is a stiff one. 

Yet, for all the small pitfalls and pratfalls of this 
team, they still win a lot more often than they 
lose, and they have some gritty veterans who have 
shown thorugh the years that they will definitely 
not go down without a fight. 

The game would have been played on Tuesday 
afternoon, June 1st; however, a sudden and tragic 
heart attack suffered by the Amherst High prin- 
cipal put the proceedings on hold. 

John “Jack” Heffley, the long-time principal, 
died during school on Tuesday. Obviously stunn- 
ed by the circumstances, officials quickly ruled 
that the game would be postponed for a few days. 
The ballgame is set for 7:00 p.m. on Thursday 
night (June 3rd). 

Meanwhile, AHS’ 1993 Baseball Season... 

The baseball team led by rookie coach Lou Con- 
te couldn't have been a bigger disappointment. 
Nobody knew what to expect this season with a 
whole new contingent of kids, and Conte im- 
mediately gave everyone a reason to believe. 

His young players came out rocking the 
baseball (after getting waxed by Westfield in the 
opener) and they blazed to a 4-1 start. Conte told 
the AAN after that fourth win, ‘Don’t read 
anything into this. We are not that good yet. We 
have an awful long way to go, and | anticipate 
aN mighty tough sledding as the season un- 

olds.” 

He was closer to being right than wrong. The 

Brownies finished 7-13 and nearly went winless in 
the Valley League. Fortunately, they saved that 
one skinny league victory for the season’s final 
game against Central. 
__ They came from three runs down in the middle 
innings (on the road!) and posted an impressive 
10-9 verdict over the Golden Eagles. Other than 
that, these bunch of Brownies were only im- 
pressive in spots during the league campaign. 
There was a stand-up performance over at 
Chicopee Comp, with the Colts coming out on top 
1-0 in a great ballgame. 

There seemed to be a script for the rest of the 
games. The Agawam nine would fall behind by 
several runs right in the first inning. They would 
battle back in the early going and then the 
defense would fall apart in the middle innings, 
and the score would wind up lopsided in the op- 
position’s favor. 

This was the year that Agawam got a 
scoreboard and a batting cage. Conte spent after- 
noon after afternoon going over every fundamen- 
tal known to man, but all the sweat and effort 
seemed to go unrewarded in the won/loss column. 

Both the softball and baseball teams have a 
good nucleus with which to build. The girls’ team 
lost some very key senior performers, and the 
boys lost only a couple of upperclassmen to 
graduation. Look for both teams to be solidly in 
the hunt next season.

The Agawam girls finished far back of 
the field in ninth place, tallying only 8% points at 
the tourney. 

Briggs flew 21’ 8%” in the long jump to sneak 
past favorites Josh McDowell (Northampton) and 
Charles Berkeley (Pittsfield). The performance by 
Briggs earns him a trip to Shrewsbury for the 
weekend’s State Championships. 

Minnechaug won the Division | Boys’ Cham- 
pionship with 85 points. Pittsfield was close 
behind in second with 82 points, and Taconic of- 
fered a stiff challenge as it mustered 74. There 
was quite a drop-off in production from there as 
the Pacers of Chicopee High and the Eagles of 
Central High were tied for fourth with 39. Agawam 
scored 37. ee 

The Agawam 4 x 400 relay team (led by junior 
standout Dan Moriarty) finished a disappointing 
third at the Western Mass Meet. Pittstield took 
first (3:34 as Western Mass champion quarter 
miler Lance Ross anchored) and Taconic was se- 
cond in 3:39. 

Moriarty took the baton from James Willis for 
the anchor leg and he was nearly 100 yards behind 
Ross and had the Taconic guy 45 yards ahead of 
him. Danny motored around the track and caught 


the kid from Taconic inside of 200 yards, but the 
Taconic runner didn’t hang his head. He dug in 
and caught Moriarty midway down the final 
straightaway and stretched it out for the second 
place finish. 

Moriarty did finish second to Ross in the 400. 
Ross got home in 52.7 and Moriarty was a half se- 
cond behind (53.2). Taconic’s Jermell Widemond 
was a full second behind Dan at 54.4.

Others scoring points for Agawam at Western 
Mass were Dan Pryce (fifth in shot put, 42’ 2%”); 
Nick Langone (third in discus, 121’ 1%"); Joe 
Scherpa (sixth in pole vault, 10 feet); and James 
Willis (fourth in 400 Meters, 54.83). 

Briggs, Moriarty and the 4 x 400 relay team 
(Pryce, Willis, and Brandon Moore) will be com- 
peting in the State Championships. 

The girls scored their points at the tournament 
by virtue of placing in three separate events. Sue 
DeFilipi was fifth in the high jump (4’ 7”); Erica 
Schlaffer was fifth in the 100 Meters (13.2); and 
the 4 x 100 Relay team flaced fourth in a time of 
53.77. That unit is comprised of Kara McDade, 
Rose Pignatare, Nina Giordano, and Schlaffer. 

The 4 x 100 Relay team has also qualified for 
the State Championships. Each of the first four 
place finishers in an event earn the berth. 
Langone is the only exception for the boys. He 
was third in the discus in Division I, but the top 
two qualifiers from Division I! had longer throws 
than the kids in Division |, thus Langone slipped 
to fifth overall.

Mistake — Moving Head 

The head is the keystone around which the en- 
tire golf swing circles. When you lift, jerk, or other- 
wise move your head, you set up a terrible chain 
of events during a golf stroke. 

With head movement, the easy turn of the 
shoulders into the shot is restricted. A majority of 
bad drives go off to the right because a moving 
head doesn’t give an adequate pivot point for a 
good swing.

Correction 

Think of the head as an axis or hub around 
which the swing revolves. The less it moves, the 
better. 

It may take you a while to develop a comfor- 
table chin position, and you may have to do what 
Jack Nicklaus does—point your chin slightly to 
the right as you start your swing. 

This slight alteration from a straight up and 
down head position will help you get a better pivot 
and more accurate swing.

Some Thoughts On The 
Stocking Of Trout 


The bulk of the stocking of trout by the Division 
is over with. In the past, the target date was set for 
just before the Memorial Day weekend (I believe 
this is being adhered to). However, the method of 
stocking, from my observations, has regressed. 

| recall meeting a stocking truck at the ramp at 
Otis Resy and offering to assist them in stocking 
the trout they were running out into the reservoir 
and dumping fish in various locations. My help 
was turned down with the excuse that their super- 
visor forbids them from accepting assistance 
while they are stocking; his answer was contrary 
to the call for help in stocking to the sportsmen at 
a county meeting. on 

| witnessed stocking in the Western District 
this season. Stocking trucks pulled up to the right 
away on Little Benton and dumped their load into 
the water. Brown trout were dumped in Otis Resy 
at the cement slab by the hundreds, and one 
fisherman whom | know caught 46 browns in one 
day. 
He returned them to the water, but the word 
spread and that particular spot received heavy 
pressure for weeks with hundreds of browns be- 
ing caught. Twice | witnessed the stocking truck 
at the public ramp at Otis, and the allotment of 
trout were deposited right there. 

Trout were dumped at the ramp at Congamond

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Lakes, and smart remarks were made to the 
fishermen that were fishing off the ramp during 
the operation. Several fishermen took offense to 
the remark, ‘‘Here’s your bathtub supply—hurry 
up, get your lines into the water!”’ 

If it bothers the stocking crews that fishermen 
are fishing at the locations where they are dump- 
ing the trout, then a different method of dispers- 
Ing the fish should be adopted. Whatever happen- 
ed to the method of taking them out in the lake 
and dropping them? 

If the Department is going backwards, then let’s 
go back all the way and re-establish the opening 
day in April. | made a point in my travels to 
observe the amount of fishing pressure not only 
on the various bodies of water, but on the streams 
that received good stocking. 

The Westfield was heavily populated from 
Russell down because of the tagged trout that BG 
Sports stocked in that stretch.of water. The 
pressure on the rest of the stream system seemed 
to be light. ; 

The Farmington River was really void of the 
amount of fly fishermen seen in the past years. It 
made Sam Provo and Danny Ferioli happy; they 
had the river to themselves on many excursions. 
Sam is thrilled over the size of the fish they are 
catching. ‘a 

Evidently, the size of the fish is not enough to 
attract new fishermen and to re-activate the 
anglers who have given up buying a license. 
Neighboring states are up in fishing sales while 
Massachusetts lost a half-million dollars in sales 
last year. 

I’m only an observer. The writing is up on the 
wall—somebody in the Department and Board 
should take notice. oe 

| have been fishing Lake Garfield quite regularly 
for trout, perch, and bullheads. | had the good for- 
tune to take my two grandsons, Brian and Jeremy, 
last Wednesday (May 26th) during the 20 to 25 
mile-an-hour winds and low temperatures. 

| froze while they enjoyed the three hours we 
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fished. (Mind you, they were dressed in shorts!) 
Both boys finished their terms at college and were 
anxious to hit the water. 

We had a good day catching and bringing home 
42 perch; meanwhile, we released the numerous 
bluegills, red-eyed rock bass, pickerel, and callico 
bass to the water unharmed. If we counted every 
fish we boated, it had to run over a’hundred. 

By the way, | haven't thawed out yet.

TIP OF THE WEEK—Proper Hook Setting: Most 
big fish are lost because of improper hook setting. 
Here’s the proper methodology. 

The instant a pickup is felt, reel slack out of line 
as you lower your rod tip and point it toward the 
fish. Lock the line with thumb or forefinger, and 
Snap rod tip sharply overhead by pulling with the 
top hand and pushing with the bottom hand. 

This imparts speed in the rod tip, and that is 
what sets the hook ... speed, not muscle!
